“Doubtless," writes Mr Kwing,

association and tobacco is concerned, 
there is only one thing thov want 
and that is money." Again, 'he says: 
• As to the relief necessary, no effort 
has been, or will he, spared to gain 
it for you hastily, but intemperate 
talk and throat is the last, moat tin.

There were many crafts in the harbor 
at the time of the disaster and aev 
eral tugs and other small vessels rush- 
ing to the assistance of the imperilee 
liner The high sea and half a vale 
which prevailed at the time, howev- 
er, made it impossible for them to 
even ppproaeh the Sardinia, and they 
could do little ir. the way of aid. 

The Sardinia liverpnol November 
14 with a cargo of general mereban. 
dsse for Mediterranean porte Her 
crew nuMbered forty. four, and ab«nt 
twenty first class and sii "arcond. 
class passengers embarked at Livar 
pool. 

Most of her other 200 passengers 
undoubtedly were Levantines, Mal- 
tese and Egyptians.

(LUTINGS FROM PRIMARY 
EDUCATION. 

The predominant mistake in pri- 
mary work is too much haste. The 
teacher Is impatient for results, 
that is, apparent results. She must 
ever hear in mind that she is deal- 
ing with a hud of relatively slow 
unfolding It will not blossom In 
a day, a month or a year Filling 
the mind with facts Is a rapid pro- 
cess. compared with that "drawing 
out and developing,” which consti- 
tutes true education 

In spite of all devices and sugges- 
tions, In spite of everything you can 
do. things will not always go smooth- 
ly. Children will bo children and wo 
must not expect too much either In 
recitation or in conduct. Don’t take 
their offences too seriously. Most 
of them spring from a spirit of mis- 
chief, instead of real badness Of 
course, we must not overlook them, 
but don't be unduly harsh with the 
offenders If you can
